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A*  J*  Cronin.     From  Living  Authors 
rchihald  Joseph  Cronin  was   torn  at  Cardross,    Dumbartonshire,    Scotland,   on  July  19, 
1896.     The  only  child  of  Patrick  Cronin  and  Jessie  hontgomerie,  his  eduction  "began  at 
the  village  school  and  was  cent!  ued  at  Dumbarton  academy*     In  1914  he  began  to  study 
medicine  at  Glasgow  University.     Ills  studies  were   interrupted  "by  war  service  in  the  navy. 

In  1919  he  was  graduated  I'.B.  Ch.B»  with  honors,   then  he  embarked  as  ship's  surgeon 
on  a  liner  bound  for  India.     There  followed  various  hospital  sp  ^ointments  -  first  as 
physlcia.il  In  charge  of  outpatients  at  Bellahouston  I'.inistry  of  Pensions  Hospital  and 
finally  as  Medical  ruperintend«nt  of  the  Lighfbura  Isolation  Hospita.  • 

In  1921  he  married  Agnes  I'ary  Gibson,  1..B.  Ch.B,,  and  commenced  active  practice  in 
South     ales,      vhilst  working  there  he  took  two  higher  medical  degrees.     In  1924  he  was 
appointed  tied  leal  Inspector  of  Lines  to  carry  out  research  work  in  connection  with  accidents 
in  mines.       hllst  doing  this  work  he  descended  more  than  500  collieries.     In  1925  he  wrote 
his  thesis  for  the  J'.D.  degree  -  its  title  A  History  of  Aneurism  -  for  which  he  was  awarded 
his  I i.D.  with  honors. 

Subsequently  he  started  practice  In  the    '/est  Old  of  London  where  he  amassed  a  large 
and  lucrative  practice.     But  In  1930  his  health  broke  down  and  whilst  convalescing  in  the 
Vttrt  Highlands  of  ncotland  he  wrote  Hatter's  Castle  which  was  published  in  England  and  in 
the  United  States  in  1931  and  also  translated  into  five  other  languages.     It  was  an  in- 
stantaneous success  and  Dr.  Cronin  then  determined  to  devote  himself  to  literature,   an 
amtition  which  for  years  he  had  cherished  in  secret.     Indeed,  all  his   life  he  had  been 
intensely  interested  in  the  world  of  letters.     As  a  boy  he  had  devoured  the  classics.       t 
school,   English  composition  had  been  his  be:;t  subject  and  in  1908  at  the  age  of  thirteen 
he  won  a  gold  medal  in  a  competition  open  to  the  whole  county  for   the  best  historical  essay 
of  the  year.     Only  the  exacting  demands  of  medical  practice  prevented  him  from  previously 
following  what  was  obviously  liis  natural  bent. 

Besides  his  Pl.D.  thesis  the  only  other  publication  of  Dr.  Cronin1  ■  before  Hatter's 
Castle  was  his  report  on  his  survey  of  the  medical  regulations  in  British  collieries. 
This  was  published  by  H.1%  Stationery  Office. 

Three  loves  was  published  in  1932  and  Grand  Canary,  his  third  novel,   in  1933. 

Dr.  Cronin  is  very  keen  on  all  outdoor  sports  beinc  particularly  fond  of  trout  fishing 
and  golf.     In  his  earlier   daps  he  was  an  enthusiastic  footballer,     A  member  of  the  Carrick 
Club,  he  hac  a  definite  interest   in  the   theatre  and  is  often  seen  at  London  first  nights. 

As  regards  his  taste  in  literature*,   it  is  catholic.     But  perhaps  his  favorite  authors 
are  Robert  Louis  Stevenson,   Scott,  Conrad  on  the  romantic  side;  Balzac,  Maupassant,   and 
Flaubert  on  the  realistic.     In  respect  of  modern  novels,  he  has   little  sympathy  with  the 
stream  of  consciousness  school.     Ho  does  not  admire  the  thousand  imitators  of  Joyce. 
Arnold  Bennett,   rinclair  Lewis,  and. somerset  Maugham  he  admires  of  modern  writers. 

Dr.  Cronin  resides  in  one  of  Loudon's  backwaters  in  an  old  part  of  Kensington  -  just 
a  few  minutes  from  Kensington  Gardens.     He  has  also  a  country  residence   in  Sussex  .here  he 
does  most  of  his  writing.     He  has  two  sons,   Vincent  and  Patrick,   the  former  aged  nine  and 
the  latter  seven,   at  this  writing  (1933). 

Altho  Dr.  Cronin  was  a  success  in  the  profession     f  medicine  -  his  London  practice 
had  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  a  breakdown  in  health  was  caused  by  overwork  -  yet  his 
heart  was  never  in  it.

Dr.  Cronin's  first  novel,  Hatter's  Castle,  was  accepted  al  ost  inmediately  by  the  first 
publisher  to  whom  he  sent  It,    despite  its  unusual  length  of  250,000  words,   and  became  the 
first  "first  novel"  to  be  adopted  by  the  ?Jnglish  Book  Society.     It  was  written  feverishly 
in  the  short  3pace  of  tlireo  months.     The  author  even  arose  frequently  In  the  night  and 
wrote  for  hours  while  lying  on  the  floor,    lest  ideas  should  escape  him  before  morning. 

hen  i     was  finished  he  resisted  an  impulse  to  tear  up  the  manuscript  and  sent  it  instead 
to  the  publishers.       hile  awaiting  their  decision  he  wa3  in  a  state  of  suspension,    "like 
Mahomet's  coffin,"  undecided  between  medicine  and  literature  for  his  future  career.     He 
had  determined,   in  Sir    -alter  Scott*!  phrase,   that  if  liter  ture  failed  him  as  a  staff  he 
would  not  attempt  to  use  it  as  a  :  .ere  crutch.     Upon  its  publication,  however,   Hatter's 
Castle  was  received  so  enthusiastically  "by  the  critics,   who  found  in  it  elements  of  Hardy, 
Ibsen,  and  Charlotte  Bronte,   that  cronin  definitely  abandoned  the  medical  profession  far 
writing.

•I         On  December  13th  at  Washington  200  volumes  were  added  to  the  "home  lihrary"  of  the    vhite 
Souse,    the  gift  of  the  American  hook-trade.     The  committee  which  made  the  presentation  in- 
cluded Lewis  B.  Traver,   president  of  the  American  Booksellers  Association;  Dr.  Rarry  B. 
Clemone,    librarian  of  the  University  of  Virginia;  Christopher  I  orley,  and  Emily  Newell  Blair. 
The  committee  \  ere  guests  at  the  7/hite  House  for   luncheon,  after  which  the  presentation  was 
made  in  the  president's  study. 

The  plan  for  a  White  House  Lihrary  originated  just  after  the  election  of  President 
Hoover  when  500  hooks  from  all  fields  of  literature  were  presented.     Four  years  later  200 
additional  titles  were  ad  ed,   and  now  still  another  200  have  "been  chosen  from  the  publica- 
tions of  the  past  four  years.     Each  volume  has  the  "bookplate  which  the  Lerrymount  press 
designed  for  this  Lihrary. 

The  various  selections  of  hooks  added  to  the  Lihrary  have  teen  chosen  "by  special  com- 
mittees.    This  year,  "beside  the  four  who  made  the  presentation,   the  committee  included  Ruth 
Bryan  Owen  Rohde,   author  and  former  minister  to  Denmark;   Fannie  Hurst,    as  president   of  the 
Author's  Guild;  Althea  Warren,    lihrarian  of  Los  Angeles  Public  Lihrary;    Gertrude  B.  Lane, 
editor  of  the  woman's  Home  Companion;  Irita  Van  Doren,   of  the  Herald  Tribune,   and  Donald 
^dams,    of  the  Times;  and  the  following  "booksellers,   representing  different  parts  of  the 
™juntry:     R.G.  Jiontgoaery,   of  Gill's,   Portland;  J.F.  Albright,   of  Cokeshury,    Dallas;  A.  Zroch, 
of  Chicago;  Edward  S.  McCawley,   of  Haverford;   and  Geraldine  Gordon,   of  we  lies  ley.     Frederic  G. 
Melcher   served  as  chairman. 

The  final  choice  of  200,   resulting  from  two  careful  votes  of  thia  committee,    Is  made 
with  a  usahle,    "home  library"  for  the  white  House  in  mind  and  not  a  theoretical  model  lihrary. 
The  acceptance  of  tills  home   lihrary  idea  hy  the  successive  occupants  of  the    hite  House  has 
given  emphaais  to  the  Important  place  of  hooks  in  the  home,   and  the  lists  themselves  have 
"been  widely  used  in  suggesting  titles  for  lihrary  displays  at  hook  lairs,    libraries  and  hook- 
8 tores,   as  well  as  for  personal  huying.

From  The  Story  of  the  World's  Literature,  by  John  Macy 
Poetical  expression  includes  sould  as  well  as  meaning;  Musick,  says  Dryden,  is  inarticulate 
poetry;  among  the  excellences  of  Pope,  therefore,  must  be  mentioned  the  melody  of  his  meter* 

-Johnson 
For  more  than  a  century  England  has  had  an  uninterrupted  choir  of  golden- tongued  poets, 
whose  melodies  have  made  us  deaf  or  indifferent  to  the  silver  poets  of  the  century  before. 
Their  verse,  even  that  of  the  greatest  master,  Alexander  Pope,  seems  less  melodious  to  our 
ears  than  it  did  to  the  ears  of  Dr.  Johnson*     Pope 'a  couplets,  for  all  their  wit  and  polished 
grace,  are  somewhat  monotonous  if  we  read  many  of  them  at  a  time.     But  in  short  passages  he 
is  within  the  limits  of  his  form,  and  his  narrow  ideas  have   the  perfection  of  brilliant  phras- 
ing.    He  wrote  more  proverbial  lines  than  any  other  English  poet  except  Shakespeare.     Of  his 
translation  of  Homer  we  have  already  spolen;  that  shows  his  industry  and  cleverness,  and  it 
made  his  fortune,  but  it  is  not  an  expression  of  his  individual  genius,  which  is  incapable  of 
the  mighty  line.He  is  at  his  best  in  the  bright  comedy  of  the  Rape  of  the  Lock  and  in  the 
malicious  wit  of  the  Dunciad,  in  which  he  flays  his  enemies,  and  in  the  glittering  Epistles 
and  Satires.     His  philosophy  and  his  aesthetics  are  the  comrionplace  of  the  time  but  phrased 
as  never  before  or  since,  exemplifying  his  own  definition: 

True  wit  is  nature  to  advantage  dressed, 

What  oft  was  thought,  but  ne'er  so  well  expressed. 

klf  clarity  of  expression  without  lyric  mystery  or  depth  of  thought  can  make  poetry,  Pope  is  a 
poet  just  short  of  the  greatest.     His  imitators  were  legion,  but  none  succeeded  and  most  are 
now  forgotten.     Of  the  clever  poets  who  are  not  forgotten  two  are  second  only  to  Pope:  I/atthew 
Prior  and  John  Gay.     Prior  was  a  master  of  light  poetry,  the  inventor  of  graceful  verse7  de 
societe,  very  prince  of  the  witty  epigram,  and  there  is  charm  if  not  passion  in  his  love  of 
poetry.     To  a  Child  of  Quality  is  si  ply  perfect.     Gey  is  remembered  not  only  for  his  occasion- 
al pieces  and  Trivia,  his  observations  of  a  man  about  town,  but  most  of  all  for  his  Beggar,s 
Opera,  a  jolly  witty  piece,  which,  lately  revived  on  our  stage  after  two  centuries,  enjoyed  a 
considerable  success.     It  is  characteristic  of  him  and  of  the  best  poets  of  the   tine,  especially 
Prior  and  Pope,  that  within  their  limits  they  had  learned  the  art  of  verse  and  even  when  they 
seem  most  casual  and  off-hand  they  write  carefully  with  a  neat  turn  of  phrase.     The  enchanting 
lyric  of  the  seventeenth  century  and  of  the  nineteenth  was  not  within  their  gifts. 

However,  the  sense  of  song,  something  quite  different  from  the  shining  hardness  of  Pope, 
did  not  die  out,  though  it  flickered  rather  feebly.     In  the  best  of  the  few  verses  of  TJilliam 
Collins  is  a  lyric  loveliness  which  makes  him  seem  to  have  been  a  neighbor  of  Keats  rather 
than  of  Pope*     Collins  is  too  little  known*  though  his  name  is  conventionally  linked  with  that 

|yf  Gray. 

^         We  have  only  to  mention  Gray's  Elegy  Written  in  a  Country  Churchyard  to  hear  those  familiar 
stanzas  running  through  our  memories.     Not  one  of  the  stanzas  but  is  perfect  or  has  its  perfect 
lines,  and  the  poem  as  a  whole  is  excellently  organized.     Gray  wrote  only  a  few  poems  to  please 
himself  and  his  friends;  as  Dickens  said  of  him,  no  poet  ever  entered  the  company  of  the  im- 
mortals with  so  small  a  volume  under  his  arm.     He  was  a  scholar  and  a  professor  of  history, 
versed  in  art,  architecture  and  music,  one  of  the  few  men  of  his  day  who  appreciated  natural 
scenery,  and  in  sympathy  with  the  romantic  revival,  that  is  the  new  or  renewed  interest  in  old 
English  ballads  and  the  ancient  Celtic  literature  of  Ireland  and  Sales.     The  romantic  and  the 
ilassic  are  combined  in  the  Bar,  in  which  a  Welsh  tradition  is  cast  in  the  form  of  a  Pindaric 
Ode.     He  looks  back  to  Dryden  and  Hilton  and  forward  to  the  romantic  period  of  Wordsworth  and 
Coleridge,  which  we  shall  come  to  presently*     Matthew  Arnold  thought  that  the  prosaic  spirit 
of  the  time  suppressed  Gray  and  that  he  did  not  "speak  out.n     But  he  probably  said  all  that 
he  had  to  say,  and  the  prosaic  quality  of  the  period  has  been  over-emphasized.     It  simply 
happened,  nobody  knows  why,  that  the  poets  were  not  gifted  with  the  highest  poetic  power. 

But  they  were  true  poets.     The  love  of  nature  is  expressed  in  the  Seasons  of  James 
Thomson  and  in  the  poems  of  the  gentle  and  melancholy  Willlm  Cowper,  a  broken  genius,  but  a 
real  one.     His  Task  has  a  simplicity  and  freedom  from  rhetoric  that  are  new  in  the  poetry  of 
his  day*     And  had  had  a  delightful  humor  which  shows  in  his  ballad,  John  Gilpin,  and  even  better 
In  his  Incomparable  letters-he  is  the  best  letter-writer  in  English  in  at  least  one  respect, 
that  he  knew  how  to  make  the  little  things  of  life  entertaining  and  the  great  things  of  life 

sincere.  

A  new  voice  in  English  poetry  is  that  of  George  Crab  be.  In  his  short  stories  in  verse, 
in  The  Village,  The  Burrough,  Tales  of  the  Hall,  he  introduce  a  into  English  poetry  a  realisa 
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t  unlike  anything  that  had  been  there  before.  Instead  of  falsified  pastorale  he  depicted  actual 
scenes  and  living  people  and  so  put  new  blood  into  literature*  He  is  as  genuine  as  Burns*  His 
fault  is  that  he  has  not  a  very  fine  ear  and  his  phrasing  is  sometimes  hard  and  prosaic*  3ut 
he  is  vigoaous,  sincere,  and  he  often  reveals  great  power  int telling  a  story* 

The  two  lyric  poets  of  the  later  eighteenth  century  whom  we  most  value  are  William  Blake 
and  Robert  Burns,  men  not  so  far  apart  inspirit  (though  Burns  probably  never  heard  of  Blake) 
and  united  certainly  by  their  love  of  men  and  of  animals*  Blake  was  a  painter  and  engraver 
as  well  as  a  poet,  and  one  side  of  his  art  affected  the  other*  He  engraved  on  copper  plates 
by  some  process  of  his  own  the  text  of  his  poems  and  the  illustritive  designs,  and  the  pages 
printed  from  the  plates  were  colored  by  hand*  His  reputation  both  as  painter  and  as  poet 
has  steadily  increased,  and  he  is  one  of  the  gods  of  the  younger  poets*  »7e  shall  see  why  if 
we  quote  his  most  famous  lyric*

Blake*  s  Songs  of  Innocence  and  Songs  of  Experience  contain  many  lyrics  of  mysterious 
imagery  and  simple  harmony*  But  his  mystical  symbols  are  often  obscure  like  those  of  the 
religious  poets  of  the  seventeenth  century,  to  whom  he  is  closely  related,  so  that  he 
missed  popularity  during  his  own  life,  and  the  greatness  of  his  genius  is  now  known  only  to 
poets  and  other  literary  folk* 

Robert  Burns  had  the  double  gift  of  enchanting  the  literary  and  reaching  the  hearts  of 
the  unliterary*  Before  he  died  he  was  the  recognized  poet  laureate  of  Scotland,  a  position 
which  he  still  holds;  and  he  is  one  of  the  great  lyric  poets  of  English  literature,  known 
and  snag  by  millions  of  us  who  do  not  happen  to  belong  to  the  Scottish  branch  of  our  race 
and  language*  ^he  Scots  division  of  our  language  is  perfectly  intelligible,  with  the  expla- 
nation of  a  word  or  two,  to  any  English  speaking  person  in  the  world.  Burns  is  common, 
property  of  an  empire  and  two  or  three  republics*  His  sou  s,  John  oiderson,  my  Jo,  JLali 
Lang  Byne,  and  a  hundred  others  are  his  rendering,  his  artistic  shaping  Into  final  form,  of 
verses  that,  with  their  tunes,  were  traditional  in  Scotland  for  nobody  knows  how  long  before 
him*  Put  he  did  more  than  :iake  over  the  songs  of  his  people*  His  original  poems,  To  a 
Mouse,  To  a  Daisy,  the  Cotter's  Saturday  Night,  Tarn  o*  Shanter,  Jolly  Beggars,  no  matter 
how  much  they  owe  to  earlier  Scottish  poetry,  are  in  their  sympathy,  their  humor,  and  their 
execution,  the  work  of  a  "born  poet  and  a  fine  artist.  He  failed  only  when  he  tried  to  write

Bliss  was  it  in  that  dawn  to  "be  alive,

-    /ordsworth. 
In  1798,   Coleridge  and    /ordsworth  published  the  Lyrical  Ballads,   a  small  volume  which 
contains  Coleridge's  Ancient  Mariner,  his  1  afterpiece,   and  at   least  one  of  Wordsworth's 
test  poems,   ^intern  Ahbey.     The  book  is   often  called  a  turning  poin     in  English  poetry,   as 
if  it  were  something  quite  new  and  revolutionary.     The   roraantic  elements  were  not  new,   and 
the  principles  of  the  famous  preface  would  have  been  quite   intelligible  to  Dryden  a  hundred 
years  "before.     The  real  novelty  is  that  it   introduces  two  new  poets,   two  very  great  poets. 

ordsworth.  wrote  an  endle; s  amount  of  poetry,  much  of  which  Is  simply  stupid  and 
unreadable,    the  test  of  which  is  touched  with  divinity.     He  worshiped  God  and  nature  and  he 
felt  that  there  is  a  vast  unity  "between  a  star  and  a  daisy.     And  in  noble  revenge  God  or 
nature  or  the  star   or  the  daisy  core  times  got  control  of  his  incessant  pen  and  put  themselves 
into  his  verse.     Let  us  recall  a  few  of  his  lines  as  a  temptation  to  read  more,    tut  not  too 
much,  about  as  much  as  Hatthew  Arnold   includes  in  his  volume  of  selections. 
From  the  solitary  Reaper: 

Will  no  one  tell  me  what  she  aings?- 
perhaps  the  plaintive  numbers  flow 
f  For  old,   unhappy,  far-off  things, 

and  "battles  long  ago. 
The  "beginning  of  that  perfect  sonnet,   Evening  on  Calais  Beach: 

It  is  a  beauteous  evening,   calm  and  free, 
The  holy  time  Is  quiet  as  a  nun 
Breathless  with  adoration 
And  the  "beginning  of  another  perfect  sonnet,   Upon  Westminster  Bridge; 

Earth  has  not  anything  to  show  more   fair. 
From  the  Intimations  of  Immortality: 

The  cataracts  blow  their  trumpets  from  the  steep; 
No  more  shall  grief  of  mine   the  season  wrong; 
I  hear  the  echoes  through  the  mountains  throng, 
The  winds  come  to  me  from  the  fields  of  sleep. 
But  it  is  unfair   to     uote  a  fragment   from  that  poem,   which  Emerson  thought  the  high- 
water  mark  of  nineteenth-century  poetry.     Wordsworth   is  not     er   ly  a  poet  who  writes  a  good 
line  here  and  there;  his  "best  poems  are  completely  good,   perfect  from  first   line  to  lat. 
Ria  less  than  go#4  verses  can  be  ignored,   even  though  in  discarding  them  we  may  miss  some 
flashes  of   inspiration.     His  great  plan  to  philosophize  poetically  about  Man,  Nature,   and 
Society,   never  worked   out.     But  in  eor..e  of  his  shorter  pieces,    like  Michael,   he  is  as  near 
to  the  common  lot  and   suffering  heart  of  humanity  as  Burns    or  Dickens.     And  his  peetry  of 
nature  is  so  intimate  and  delicate  that  lmoot  every  subsequent  English  writer  about  nature 
in  prose  or  verse,   not  excepting  those  who  left  the  English  countryside  for  wild  strange 
lands,  has  been  a  wordaworthian. 

The  professed  intention  of  the  authors  of  the  Lyrical  Ballads  was  that    .ordsworth 
should  make  the  coixaon  uncommon,   and  Coleridge   should  make   the  uncommon  credible.     Coleridge's 
part  of  the  plan  is  marvelously  fulfilled  in  the  Ancient  Mariner,    that  magical  ballad,   which 
is  credible  only  "bee  use  it  is  magical.     The  structure  and  rhythm  are  based  on  the  old  Englisfe 
ballads;  the  miraculous  phrasing  Is  Coleridge's. 

The  sun's  rim  dips;  the  stars  rush   o  Lt: 
At  one  stride  comes  the  dark: 

ith  far-heard  whisper  o'er  the   sea, 
Off  shot  the  spectre  hark. 
Hi8  gift  for  expressing  the  strange  and  the  eerie  is  at  its  best,   after  the  Ancient 
Mariner,   in  the  mysterious  story  of  Christabel,   which  he  never  brought  to  a  conclusion,   and 
in  the  fragment   of  a  dream,  I'ubla  Khan.

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Coleridge  was  an  important  critic.     He  taught  and  inspired  his  contenporari.es,   and  he  nas 
an  important   liaison  officer  in  the  passage  "both  ways  "between  Germany  and  England   of  the 
romantic   spirit.     His  Biographia  Literaria  io  a  rich  "book  vfriich  not  only  expresses  Coleridge's 
individual  views  tut  sums  up  that  whole  era  of  poetry  and  philosophy. 

Walter  Scott,   a  less  gifted  poet  than  Coleridge,    v/ao  an  even  nore  powerful  influence 
in  popularizing  the  new  poetry*     Th(.  world  lias  enjoyed  his  ptPOM  romances  more  than  his 
narratives  in  verse,  and  whatever  it  was  that   turned  him  to  the  novel,  the  growing  pppularity 
of  Byron  or  the  fact  that  prose  fiction  pays  better  than  poetry,   was  fortunate  for  literature. 
He  is  among  the  great  novelists;  he  is  not  a  great  poet.     But  he  had  the  faculty  for  writing 
readable,  rapid  stories  in  rhyme,  which  could  he  understood  by  Multitudes  of  people  to  whom 
the  mysterious  "beauties  of  Coleridge  and    heiley  might  "be  unintelligible.     His  lay  of  the 
Last  Minstrel,  Marmion,   Lady  of  the  Lake,  were  immensely  auccessful,  and  he  was  the  adored 
king  of  romance,  when  nore   subtle   poets  were  neglected  and  the  blazing  Byron  was  admired 
rather  than  loved.     Host  of  us  read  llarmion  in  school,   and  we  can  remeber  it  was  one   of 
the  easiest  of  the  r  al  or  alleged  ma  terpieces  that  were   inflicted  upon  us.     That  is  ite 
merit,   ease  and  clarity;  the  tale   goes  forward  without  interruption,   and  the  verse,   though 
sometimes  commonplace  and  monotonous,    does  not  get  in  the  way.     Of  Scott's  prose  we  shall 
say  a  word  in  the  next  chapter. 

The  heir  and  competitor   of  Scott   is  Byron,   who  "became  suddenly  the  idol  not  only 
of  England  hut  of  all  Europe.     With  the  publication  at  the  age  of  twenty-four  of  the 
first  two  cantos   of  Childe  Harold's  Pilgri  age,   he  awoke  one   corning,   as  he  says,    to  rind 
himself  famous.     Childe  Harold  is  a  versified  account   of  adventure  and  sight-seeing  on 
the  Continent,    spectacular,   pictur   sque,   vivacious.     It  is  written  in  the  stanza  of 
Spenser,    which  is  in  itself  one  indication  of  the  return  of  romance.     Byron's  stanza  has 
a  speed  and  fire     uite  unlike  Spenser's  grave  elegance.     But  he  is  careless  in  all  his 
work,   priding  himself  on  his  ability  to  turn  off  verses  without  ef  ort.     He  did  improvise 
with  astonishing  facility,  and  it  ir   surprising  how  much  of  his  verse  is  good.     He  has 
nothing  like  °helley*s  devotion  to  the  art   of  poetry;   \iiat  triumphs  is  his  energy,   his 
passion,   and  his  wit.     He  died  of  fever  at  the  age  of  thirty-six  in  Greece,   where  he  had 
gone  to  fight  for  the  Greeks  in  the  war  for  independence  -  a  fitting  climax  of  his   stormy 
career,   though  he  would  have  preferred  to  die  in  "battle.     In  his  short  life  he  produced 
a  great  volume  of  narratives,   dramas,   and  lyrics,   the  Giaour,  The  Prisoner   of  Chillon  - 
a  mere  list  of  those  that  were  read  and  remembered  for  a  century  would  fill  a  page  -  which 
have  many  faults  hut  almost  never  the  fault  of  weakness.     His  last  long  work  and  his 
masterpiece  is  Don  Juan,   which  he  did  not  live  to  complete;   it  contains  as  far  as  it  goes 
almost  every  kind  of  idea  of  which  Byron  was  capahle,   and  there  were  many  kinds,   humor, 
satire,  human  character,   description  of  scenery,  and  philosophy  which  was  once  thought 
to  be  dar'  ly  pessimistic,  hut  which  we  can  endure   ^uite  cheerfully,  as  indeed  Byron 
rather  enjoyed  it  himself  •     The  fai  e   of  Byron  in  Europe  Is  greater  than  that  of  any  other 
English  poet,  not  excepting  Shakespeare,  and  there  are  signs  that  in  England  during  the 
last  fifty  years  his  reputation  has  increased* 

Byron's  powerful  influence  was  immediate  and  lasting,   partly  "because  his   ideas 
are  obvious  or  at  least  easy  to  grasp,   and  they  can  he  translated,   as  they  were  promptly, 
into  other  languages.     His  power  is  crude  and  "brutal  compared  with   that  of  Shelley,    the 
most  delicate  lyric  poet  of  the  century.     It  is  foolish  to  say  that  one  great  poet  is     Teater 
than  another.     But  it  is  not  foolish  to  recognize  their  excellences  as  different,     Shelley, 
like  Byron,  was  part  and  product  of  all  that  intellectual  tur  oil,   that  almost  futile 
struggle  for  liberty,   which  is  the  French  Revolution.     Itsfiercer  energies  had  been  exhausted 
or  crushed  "by  Napoleonism,   and  there  refined  only  dreams.     Byron  Ir  ughed  soi«what  cynically, 
saw  through  the  whole  evil  game  as  did  few  journalist;.-  and  statesmen  of  his  time,   and  nade 
his  final  sacrifice  to  the  cause  of  liherty. 

Shelley  dreamed,   dreamed  of  some  vague  f.iture  when  men  should  be  free.     Fifty  years 
after  Shelley's  death  Matthew  Arnold  called  him  an  "ineffectual  angel"     And  so  he  was  and 
so  was  Arnold  himself.     All  poets  and  dreamers  are  ineffectual  in  the  practical  world  as 
we  learned  bitterly  in  the  years  since   1914,    and  as  we  might  have  learned  from  any  study 
of  reported  history  beginning,    say,   about  the  year  S3  A.D.     But  poetry  soars  shove  the 
facts.  The  important  thing  is  that  Shelley  was  an  angel  and  sa  g  like  one.      lie  was   like 
his  own  Skylark  and  he  was  the  lyre  that  he  prayed  to  he  in  his  Ode  to  the      est     ind. 
There  was  only  one  loose  string  on  his  lyre,   and  fortunately  he   seldom  tried  to  strike 


» 
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that  i  he  was  as  lacking  In  humor  ac  'lit  on.     The  rest  of  his  lyre  ring*  true  and  it  rings 
constantly,  prolificacy.     Perhaps  the  reason  that  he  was  drowned  at  the  age   of  thirty  is 
that  the  gods  could  not  tolerate  a  young  roan  who  had  3uch  inexhaustible  song.     His  longer 
poems,    the  Revolt  of  Islam  (tl  at  Is,   the  revolt  of  humanity)   and  Prometheus  Unbound   (that 
is,    the  liberation  of  mankind)  are  no  rich  in  lyrical  passages  that  one  almost  forgets 
in  reading  them  that  ''helley  liad  a  passionate  coherent  purpose.     And  hie  drama,    the  Cenci, 
is  so  crowded  with  heautiful  lines  that  the  dramatic  action  gets  lost  -  the  only  respect 
in  which  it  is  inferior  to  Shakespeare.

'  Stains  the  white  radiance  of  eternity. 

Shelley  was  ethereal,   visionary,   and  for  all  his  militant  love  of  humanity,   dwelt  among  the 
8 tar 8. 

Keats  was  of  the  ea  th,  hut  of  the  earth  at  its  most  "beautiful,   its  colors  and  per- 
fumes,   its  yo  th  of  the  present  and  the  youth  of  its  everlasting  antiquity.     He  sang  of 
gladness: 

A  thing  of  "beauty  is  a  joy  for  ever  - 
and  of  sadness: 

She  dwells  with  Beauty  -  Beauty  that  must  die; 

And  Joy,   whose  hand  is  ever  at  his  lips, 

Biddin;;  adieu. 
It  is  almost  incredible  that  a  man  who  died  at  the  age  of  twemty-six  should  have  attained 
the  mastery  of  form  and  phrase,    the  ultimate  perfection  of  the  three  odes,   To  a  Grecian 
Urn,  To  Autumn,   To  a  nightingale,     poetry  and  music  "belong  to  youth,   and  many  poets  and 
musicians  have  done  marvelous  things  when  they  were  mere  hoys.     Keats  reached  maturity 
at  a  hound.     How  far  he  might  have  gone  if  he  had   lived  is  idle  conjecture,    and  the  un- 
finished Hyperion  is  only  a  si;    e:  tion  of  the,  possihle  direction  of  his  genius.     But  t!  ere 
can  he  no  lamentations  for  him.     His  poems  are  not  juvenile  promise;  they  are  complete 
acliievetjent .     There  i3  thrilling  justice  in  Matthew  j\rnoldfs  comment  on  the  expressed 
he  lief  of  Keats  that  he  would  he  remembered  among  the  EggLish  poets;  Arnold  s^ys  simply: 
"He  is.     He  is  with  '"hake  sp  ear  e."     It  was  a  full-fledged  poet,    the  peer  of  the  great  mas- 
ters,  who  wrote  this  stanza  of  the  Ode  on  a  Grecian  Urn*  __

An  owl  drowsing  in  the  cool  shade  of  a  tree  on  a  Missouri  farm  one  afternoon  thirty  years 
ago  influenced  the  career  of  a  nan  and  helped  fashion  the  fantasy  of  an  era.     Blinking  in 
the  uncomfortable  light,    the  "bird  felt  hands  encircling  it.     Instinctively  it  "beat  its  wings 
and  clawed,   and  just  as  instinctively  a  frightened  lad  of  7  hurled  the  owl  to  the  ground  and, 
in  his  terror,    stamped  on  it* 

That  owl  is  the  only  tiling  that  '/alt  Disney  ever   intentionally  killed.     The   incident 
has  haunted  him  over  the  years.     Occurring  in  a  formative  per'od,   it  directed  his  attention, 
subconsciously,   to  the  "birds  and  the   gentle  "beasts  1hat  play  e  ch  an  important  part  in  his 
craftsmanship,   and  help**  to  shape  his  philosophy. 

Disney  has  a  definite  philosophy.     He  is  not   inclined  to  talk  much  about  it,    for  he  seems 
to  feel  that  describing  his  work  In  tenia  of  philosophy  gives  it  a  hij^ifalutin  importance 
.that  it  does  not  raerit.     It  can  never  he  said  that  Disney  is  Inarticulate,   hut  he  seeks  to 
avoid,  "by  refusing  to  put  &is  thoughts  and  ideals  into  words,    the  impression  that  he  is  a 
genius.     Around  Hollywood  he  lias  seen  too  much  of  a  certain  sort  of  impress iveness.     By  mil- 
itant modesty  the  average  producer  attempts  to  convey  the  veiled  hint  that  "beneath  the  rou^. 
exterior  lurks  the  soul  of  a  great  artist.     There  is  none  of  that  In  the  creator  of  Mickey 
Mouse  and  Donald  Duck  and,   most  importantly,    Snow  v/hite  and  her  seven  diminutive  allies. 

"All  we  are  trying  to  do  is  give  the  public  good  entertainment,  ■   says  Disney.     "That 
is  all  they  want."     In  quotable  words  that  is  ahout  as  far  as  his  philosophy  goes.     Any 
interpretation  of  his  doctrines  must  he  nade  "by  his  listeners.     AnjJ  yet,    as  he  rattles  on, 
liis  theories   take  form  and  an  sums  the  tangihility  of  a  code.     To  produce  such  films  as  he 
has  to  his  credit  he  must  have  a  philosophy  and  rules  of  procedure  and  conduct.     He  likes 
to  explain  it  all  away  by  saving  he  has  discovered  a  successful  formula.     That  Is  hardly 
true.     His  formula  is  a  result  of  his  ideals  and  his  adherence  to  specific  moral  and  enotional 
rule  s  • 

In  Hollywood's  light  Disney  is  a  very  contrary  gentleman.     He  has  consistently  spurned 
the  Hollywood  practice  of  gtt-it-while-the-getting's-good,    declining  to  worry  ahout     rofits 
on  the  theory  that  he  was  building  something  more  30 lid  than  could  he  shown  on  a  ledger  sheet 
for  a  single  picture;  with  a  name  that  would  sell  more  stock  than  any  other  in  the  industry, 
he  has  ignored  the  "blandishments  of  -'all  Street.     He  has  refused  to  accept  Hollywood's 
standards  of  humor  and  has  fashioned  his  wit  to  the  liking  of  the  millions.     He  prefers  to 
assure  his  workmen  of  lifelong  careers  rather  than  drain  them  of  their  ideas  and  fire  them. 
Likewise,   he  refuses  to  conform  to  the  town's  deriand  for  personal  glory.     He  feels  that  his 
institution  belongs  to  his  men  and  he  in  seeking  a  practical  rethod  whereby  it  nay  be  per- 
petuated for  their  benefit.     In  none  respects  he  is  a  martinet,   but  he  is  a  kindly  martinet. 

"Snow  'Thite"  was  first  projected  three  years  ago.      Then  he  confided  to  the  town  that 
ie  would  spend  $1,000,000  on  a  cartoon  feature,    the  idea  was  so  preposterous  in  the  industry's 
eyes  that  there  was  a  grave  shaking  of  heads.      yhen  he  had  formed  his  ideas  for  the  picture 
he  put  300  artists  to  w  rk  on  it,   a  nurJber  that  grew  to  700  before  it  was  finished.     His 
budget,  meanwhile,  had  grown  to  $1*  700,000.     Because  the  sum  involved  a  cash  outlay  for  the 
entire  amount,   he  was  compelled  to  go  to  Lis  bank  in  aeaseh  of  finances  and  he  was  brusquely 
told  that  loans  were  never  made  on  notion  pictures,      (since  the  release  of  the  film,   the 
bank  reconsidered  and  offered  him  any  amount  for  future  endeavors,   and  he  had  the  satisfaction 
that  all^mea  dream  about  of  telling  them  just  what  they  could  do.) 

When  it  came  time  to  sell  the   picture  he  found  an  amazing  resistance  on  the  part  of  the 
exhibitors.     Hollywood  was  convinced  that  a  fairy  tale  was  the  worst  possible  story  material 
and  the  film  capital's  attitude  had  been  carried  on  to  the  theatre  nen.     Moreover,    Disney 
was  known  only  as  the  creator  of  cartoon  shorts  and  the  exhibitors  believed  that   the  cus- 
tomers wo  Id  not  willingly  pay  for  a  cartoon  feature  alone.     Bat  they  must  have  changed  their 
minds  by  now;  although   30me   20,000,000  admissions  must  be  paid  before  Disney  can  realize  any 
profit,    the  public '8  enthusiasm  is  such  tliat  there  now  appears  to  be  no  doubt  about   the  future. 

As  near  as  Disney  gets  to  expounding  his  philosophy  is  In  discussing  the  concrete  phases 
of  his  work.      "We  have  but  one  thought,   and  that  is    for    :ood  entertainment,''  he  says.      "\~e 
like  to  have  a  point   to  our  stories,  not  an  obvious  moral  but  a  worthwhile  theme.     Cur  most 
important  aim  is   to  develop  definite  personalities  in  our  cartoon  characters.       e  don't 
want   them  to  be  just  shadows,   for    erely  as  moving  figures  they  would  provoke  no  emotional 
response  from  the  public.

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THOMAS  MANN.      SKETCH  PROM  LIVING  AUTHORS. 

Editor's  note:       This  article  was  written  in  1931.     Thomas  Mann  has  recently  re- 
nounced his  German  citizenship  and  will  become  an  American  citizen.     The  following  books 
by  him  are  in  braillei     Joseph  and  his  brothers.

Thomas  Mann,   winner   of  the  Nobel  Prize  for  Literature  for   1929,  had  an  interesting 
origin.     His  mother  was  the  daughter  of  a  German  planter  in  Brazil  and  his  Creole  wife, 
the  offspring  of  a  Portugese-Indian  union.     Her  maiden  name  was  Bruhn-da-cilva.     Prom  her 
Mann  has  inherited  the  romantic  streak  in  his  mind;   from  his  father,   a  senator  of  the 
Hanseatic  free  city  of  Lubeok  and  ;  e.  her  of  an  old  patrician  merchant  family,  he  inherited 
the  well-known  German  trait,   intellectual  balance. 

In  his  address  to  the  Swedish  Academy  in  Stockholm  on  accepting  the  Nobel  Prize,  Mann 
referred  to  Tonio  Kroger,  whose  name  gives  1iie  title  to  one  of  the  author's  best  known 
stories:     "I  made  the  South  represent  the  essence  of  all  mad  spiritual  adventure  and  the 
cold  passion  of  artistic  creation;  the  North,   on  the   other  hand,   epitomized  cordiality  and 
homely  warmth,   deep,    tranquil  sentiment  and  sincere  humanity."    Mann  really  characterized 
himself  in  this  blend  of  the  opposing  natures  of  north  and  south. 

Mann  was  born  on  June  6,   1875,   in  Lubeck.     As  a  boy  he  liked  music,    and  animals, 
and  gods  and  legends  of  Greek  antiquity.    (The  trace  remains  in  Herr  und  Hund,   and  Rede 
und  Antwort).     At  school,  altho  he  is     aid  to  have  been  a  dull  pupil,  he  wrote  the  bulk  of 
a  youthful  publication  ambitiously  called  "A  Journal  of  Art,    Literature,  and  Philosophy." 
When  Mann  was  fifteen  years  old  his  father  died,     pour  years  later  Mann  and  his  mother 
moved  to  Munich.     There  he  worked  in  a  fire-insurance  office  for  a  short  time  and,  as 
nearly  every  artist  uho  has  had  to  earn  his  living,   in  the  business  world,   hated  doing  it. 
After  travel  for  some  months  in  Italy,  he  returned  to  Munich  to  work  on  the   staff  of  the 
literary  review  '  implicissimus. 

The  fir  ft  of  his  works  to  bear  his  own  name  was  ^weimaliger  Abscheid,   published  in 
1892.     The  following  year  lie  published  Geffalen,  a  short  story.     Buddenbrooks,   one  of  the 
first  great  novels  to  make  the  ]iero  a  family  group,  rather   than  an  individual,    was  pub- 
lished in  1901,  when  Mann  was  twenty-six.     This  long  work,  which  made  the  young  author 
famous,   is  largely  autobiographical;  it  traces  four  generations  of  a  Lubeck  family  of  a 
sound  bourgeois  stock  thru  its  years  of  wealth  and  affluence  and  the  succeeding  years  of 
decline  until,  as  the  symbol  of  its  extinction,   an  artist  emerges  from  its  midst  in  the 
last  generation. 

Piorenza,  a  play,  was  published  in  1906,  but  "there  is  no  record  of  its  ever  having 
been  produced.     Death  in  Vendee,   of  classic  form  and  melancholy  beauty,    the  most  distin- 
guished of  Mann* s  novelet' es,  appeared  in  1912.     During  the  bitter  wa»  period  he  wrote, 
as  if  compelled  to  turn  his    dnd  from  the  chaos  about  him,    the  slight  book  Herr  und  Hund 
(191  ) )  about  a  man  and  his  dog. 

Already,  however,   he  had  conceived  The  Magic  Mountain,   which  since  its  publication 
in  1924,   after  ten  years  of  labor,  has  been  accepted  not  only  as  the  peak  of  Mann's  mature 
achievement,   but  also  as  one  of  the  great  books  of  the  modern  world.     The  Magic  Mountain 
is  essentially  a  treatise  on  contemportry  society,   and  all  the  issues  and  philosophic 
ideas  of  the  twentieth  century  western  world  enter   into  it.     The  1  cale  of  most  of  the 
book  is  a  sanatorium  for  consumptives  at  Davos-Platz  in  the  Swiss  Alps,  whither  Hans 
Castorp,  a  young  iiarine  engineer,   comes  to  visit  hi3  tubercular  cousin,    and  stays  to 
become  tubercular  himself.     The  world  is  seen  thru  the  diseased  ninds   of  the  patients; 
the  book  ends  with  society  plunged  into  the  maelstrom  of  the  world  rrar.     It   is  this  book 
which  undoubtedly  assured  the  award  of  the  Nobel  prize  to  him,   altho,   in  the  words     f 
the  committee,   the  prize  "is  never  awarded  on  the  basis  of  a  single  work,  but  to  a  mind 
concerned  with  the  gigantic  problem  of  humanity." 

In  an  inter-sting  autobiographical  chapter,   translated  as  r  ketch  of  my  Life,  Mann 
writes  of  the  Nobel  award:     "It  lay,   I  sup  ose,   upon  my  path  in  life  -  this  I  say  without 
presumption,   with  tranquil  if  not  uninterested  insight  into  the  character  of  my  destiny, 
of  my  'role'  on  this  earth,   which  lias  now  been  gilded  with  the  equivocal  brilliance  of 
success;  and  which  I  regard  entirely  in  a  human  spirit,  without  any  great  mental  excite- 
ment • " 

Mann  is  deeply  concerned  with  the  problem  of  international  relations.     He  has 
contributed  numerous  essays  on  political,   social,  and  literary  subjects  to  various

According  to  B.  W.  Huebsch  of  Viking  Press  in  a  radio  talk  sponsored  by  the  Book- 
of- the -Month  Club,  the  names  of  the  following  exiled  German  authors  are  "banned  from  Herr 
Hitler's  new,  made- to-order  encyclopedias;   their  books  may  not  be  sold,  and  anybody  in 
Germany  who  even  possesses  them  is  subject  to  inhuman  penalties": 

Thomas  Mann  -  whom  we  are  fortunate  to  have  with  us  in  the  United  States. 

Heinrich  Mann  -  now  living  in  the  South  of  France. 

Lion  Feuchtwanger  -  likewise  on  the  Mediterranean. 

Arnold  Zweig  -  In  Palestine. 

Stefan  Zweig  -  in  London. 

Franz    /erffel  -  formerly  of  Vienna,  recently  of  London,  now  in  southern  i^ance. 

Gina  Kaus  -  escaped  from  Vienna,  now  in  Paris. 

Alfred  Doblin  -  also  in  Paris. 

Joseph  Roth  -  another  "Parisian." 

Bruno  Frank  -  living  in  Hollywood. 

Ernst  Toller  -  a  New  Yorker  by  adoption. 

Ferdinand  Bruckner  -  also  in  New  York. 

Felix  Sal  ten  -  the  aged  author  of  Bambl,  not  fortunate  enough  to  escape  into 
exile;  prisoner  in  a  concentration  camp.

And  he  asks  the  qu  stion 
that  troubles  all  of  us  who  have  loved  German  literature,   not  because  it  was  Gerran  but 
because  it  was  literature — 

"'That  is  to  become  of  German  letters?     Can  there  be  a  spontaneous  flowering  of 
literary  talent  when  men  are  not  free  to  express  their  thoughts  and  ideas  openly?     Such  of 
the  exiles  as  are  famous  enough  to  bo  translated  into  other  languages  will  continue  to 
write,  but  where  will  their  successors  come  from?     I  am  skeptical  of  the  survival     f 
German  literature  without  German  soil*     There  are  publishing  houses  in    -wi  tzar  land, 
Holland,  and  Sweden  that  publish  the  work  of  these  oodles  in  the  German  language,  but 
what  will  they  publish  when  the  present  genoration  of  e  lies  expires?     Truly a  we  are 
present  at  the  death  of  a  culture,  insofar  as  culture  is  perpetuate,    in  letters." 
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HlSS  KELLER'S  TRAVEL  DIARY.  *     FROM  THE  .SATURDAY  REVIEW  OF  LITERATURE. 

In  August  1928,  Mrs.  Macy  and  Miss  Thomson  finished  reading  the  galley  proofs  of 
"Midstream*  to  Helen  Keller.     In  the  biography  of  Anne  Sullivan  Macy   (Miss  Keller's  teacher 
through  many  years)   there  is  a  "brief  "but  telling  description  of  the  occasion,     a  storm 
raged  outside  the  Cohasset  cottage.     Inside  there  was  exhaustion  End  peace.     Mrs.  ;  acy's 
eyes  had  lasted  for  the  tank.     I'iso  Keller  felt  that  she  was  free  of  the  incredible    labor 
of  sustained  composition,    free  to  devote  herself  to  her  work  for  the  deaf  and  blind.     She 
interrupted  her  washing  of  the  breakfast  dishes  to  deliver  her  ultimatum:     wet  dish  towel 
flung  over  her  shoulder,  her  hands  gripping  the  back  of  a  chair — "I  just  want  to  say  this," 
she  announced.     "There  will  be  no  more  hooks.     I  put  the  "best  years  of  my  childhood  and 
youth  into   'The  story  of  I'y  Life.'     I  liave  put  the  best  years  of  my  womanhood  into   1  id- 
stream.  *     There  will  be  no  more  books." 

Ten  years  later  another  book  la  written;  written  without   the  presence  and  the  tire- 
less cooperation  of  Mrs.  Macy;  written,    in  all  probability,   as  a  record  of  a  spiritual 
crisis  more  intense  than  any  Miss  Keller  had  ever  experienced.     The  "Journal"  was  begun  on 
the  Deutschland,   at  midnight  of  November  4th,   1936,   less   than  a  month  after  Mrs.  Kacy's 
death.     Miss  Keller  and  her  devoted  companion  Polly  Thomson  were  on  their  way  to  visit  friends 
in  Scotland  and  to  "begin  the  j>rocess  of  readjustment  vhich  was  to  be  the  test  not   only  of 
Mrs.  Macy's  method  of  teacldng,  bu.t  of  the  soundness  of  her  preparation  for  the   time  when 
her  pupil  would  have  to  function  without  her. 

The  "Journal,"  it   seems  to  iae,   is  a  warm  and  human  document.     1  iss  Keller's  nat  ral 
.grief  permeates  the  earlier  pages.     Passionately  she  records  her  loneliness,  her  desolation  - 
but  in  the  next  entry   she  says  "To  my  surprise  I  find  that  the  sea-swallows  have  waked  in 
me  fresh  courage  -  thoughts.     I  am  still  weary  and  every  physical  exertion  is  an  effort,   but 
gradually  I  am  regaining  my  habit  of  ,looking-around,.'» 

In  London  she  met  old  friends;   jotted  down  items  about  new  plays,   and   the  hooks  she 
"borrowed  for  her  reading  in  Scotland;  and  paid  a  visit  to  the  doll  exhibition  in  the  National 
Institute  and  descrihed  her  two  favorite  dolls,   from  their  curls  to  their   slippers. 

In  the  same  entry  she   says:       Lack  of  hearing  lias  always  been  a  heavier  handicap  to 
me  than  blindness.     Sealed  ears  render  more  difficult  every  path  to  knowledge.     The  deaf  are 
as  hungry  for  a  word  as  the  "blind  are  for  a  book  under  their  fingers,   yet  it  is  harder  to 
find  people  who  will  talk  with  the  deaf  than  people  who  will  supply  the  sightless  with  embossed 
books ...  .Regretfully  I  perceive  the  Impossibility  of  working  for  both  the  blind  and  the  deaf... 
.....The  effort  to  alleviate  either  misfortune  more  than  fills  a  life   time.     Reluctantly, 
therefore,    I  have  confined  my  activities  almost  exclusively  to  dwellers  in  the  Dark  Land. 

By  the  middle  of  November  l  iss  Keller  and  her  companion  were  happily  established  with 
Polly  Thomson's  brother  and  his  charming  family  at  the  Manse,    outside  Glasgow.     The  period 
covered  is  only  a  few  months;   in  ^eoruary  she  is  back  in  Forest  Hills  where  another  test  of 
her  readjustment  awaits  her  in  the  familiar  surroundings  of  her  life  with  her  teacher.     Her 
attitude  here  is,   I  think,   the  fullest  tribute  to  Mrs.  Macy's  work.     Miss  Keller  writes  as 
any  normal,   warm-hearted  person  would  write  under  similar  circumstances.     Little  memories 
are  painful;  there  are  great  emptinesses,   but  her  life  is  by  no  means  empty.     Mrs.  Macy  tried 
never  to  let  Helen  Keller  feel  that   che  was  different  from  others,     writing  as  she  does,   with 
varied  and  vivid  images  from  acquired  senses   (thouf^i  very  rarely  an  auditory  one),  Miss  Keller 
has  fulfilled  her  teacher's  ambition.
